Congress Putts a Fast One 


by Voting Extra Money to 
Members; One Makes Protest 


Washington, May 14—(AP)—Claiming that two-thirds of its 


members had no idea what was going on, Rep. Hoffman (R-Mich) 
today urged the house to take back the extra expense money it 
voted itself Thursday. 


Hoffman said he will introduce a resolution Monday to throw 


out the bill giving each member an additional $3,000 for clerical help 
and $500 for telephone and telegraph expenses.

"I had learned through the press 


that such a measure was contem- 
plated." he said, "and when the 
chairman of the committee walked 
down to the well of the house I 
moved to the front so as to be on 
the watch for that particular bill 


"Although I- listened carefully, 


I was unable to hear enough of 
what either the chairman of the 
committee or the clerk of the house 
said to learn that the measure I 
was watching for was up for con- 
sideration." 


Newsmen seated in the press 


gallery directly over the clerk's 
desk had difficulty identifying the 
bill *»^*p*d through along "with 
several'other measures. 


Ajrio "Example" 


Hoffman, commenting in an in- 


terview that the bill would cost 
more than $1,000,000 a year, call 
td on member* of congress "to set 
the example" in curbing federal ex 
penaes. 


He said that a single objection 


could block hiu resolution to can 
eel the action. If that happens 
he added, he will start a petition 
to force an early vote. 


Several other members, also ir 


ritated by the procedure under 
which the bill was passed, said 
they will resist any move to mak> 
it effective. 
They said they car 


do this by opposing the later mea 
sure which would be needed to pro 
vide money for the extra expens 
account.

Philadelphia, May 14—(AP) — 


Rep. 
Hugh D. Scott, Jr. (R-Pa), 


chairman of the Reupblican na- 
tional committee, says the Demo- 
crats are hiding the files on "sub- 
versive" federal employes.

can get at the files on these 
people," Scott asserted last night,

and urged college students to take

of "subversive elements" in the 
government He added: 


"There is jio - doubt but there

The Democratic patronage issue 
simmered down today to two re- 
quirements outlined by William 
Boyle, executive director of the 
Democratic national committee: 


1. "Anybody who wa« bit- 


terly opposed to the president 
in the campaign and still is" 
won't get a job with the com- 
mittee's approval. 


2. Nobody will get a federal 


appointment 'unless he be- 
lieves In the general principles 
of the party as set out by the 
president." 
Boyle's clarification of the com- 


mittee's stand, made in a state- 
ment to a reporter, seemed to jibe 
closely 
with 
what 
Democratic 


Chairman J. Howard McGrath has 
been saying publicly and privately. 


The McGrath credo is that those 


who made personal attacks on 
President Truman because of his 
civil rights program won't be wel- 
comed back into the party. 


And the national 'chairman has 


made it clear that no states rights 
supporters can expect ^to receive 
federal appointment. 


But' McGrath 
apparently has 


left room to welcome back into 
the party some who strayed off 
the reservation in last November's 
campaign. 


This apparently applies to such 


members of congress as Senator 
Stennis (D-Miss), who felt called 
upon yesterday to make a formal 
statement that he had voted for 
the Thurmand-Wright states right 
ticket.

Paper Says We 
Must Re-Build 
with Aid Plan 


Washington, May 14—(AP)—The state department de- 


clared today that the present defenses of western Europe 
are so weak they "invite military agression." 
It said the United States "must assist" in rebuilding 


those defenses with a first year arms aid program of $1,130,- 
000,000, and more later. 


In an official "Peace Paper," the department disclosed 


in comprehensive detail for the first time a six-point plan 
for helping free nations strengthen their defenses. This 
program will be presented to congress soon by President 
Truman.

force and navy, and $8,770,000 for 
the army which did the ground 
job. 


The total for the air force-navy 


operation covers the period from 
the start of "operation vittles" on 
June 26, 1948, through Thursday. 


The army cost 
is 
projected 


through the year ending June 30, 
but the announcement said end- 
ing of the airlift before that date 
"would reduce the estimate only 
slightly." 


"At 
present," 
the summary 


said, "it is not known exactly 
how much longer the air supply 
of Berlin will continue." 


Through Thursday, a total of 


1.589,567 tons had been carried by 
the British and American planes. 
The American planes ferried 1,- 
221,281 tons of the total.

Chicago, May 14 — (AP) — 


Seventy-million dollars worth of 
urban building construction was 
authorized during the first quarter 
of 1949 in Illinois, Frank An- 
nunzio, director of labor, said 
today. 


Construction permits during the 


same period last year were 10 per 
cent less. 
Residential building 


permits totaled $26,500,000 An- 
nunzio said, while non-residential 
building totaled 531,781,000. 


In downstate Illinois, $13,800,000 


in non-farm building was author- 
ized during the period. Among 
the larger projects proposed were 
a 1,200,000 hospital at Anna; a

A lot has been said in popular 


magazines about the value of 
eye exercises in improving the 
vision. As a result many people 
seem quite confused about this 
subject. They have good reason 
—there are still several aspects of 
the situation which are confusing 
even to physicians who have 
studied the eye intensively. 


There are certain well-estab- 


lished uses for eye exercises — a 
type of treatment called "orthop- 
tics" In certain kinds of squint, 
which is a condition In which the 
two eyes do not focus together 
satisfactorily, 
properly-directed 


eye exercises have real value In 
training the eye muscles to work 
together. 


There is reason to believe that 


the 
proper kinds of 
exercises 


may help other eye conditions, 
One part of the seeing process is 
focusing the picture on the back 
part of the eye, others involve 
carrying that picture through the 
nerve pathway to the brain. Some 
of those who have studied thl* 
feel that orthoplc training may 
do more to "educate" >the brain 
than It doe* to Improve the mu« 
cular action of the eyes In bringing 
about better right.

There are some things which 


a small eye larger or a large eye 
smaller. 
They will not change 


the shape of the eye permanently, 
and thus cannot be expected to 
serve as a satisfactory substitute 
'or properly fitted glasses when 


person is short-sighted, long- 


sighted, or has astigmatism. 


It is practically certain also that, 


exercises will not be of benefit in 
such diseases of the eyes as glau- 
coma or cataracts, though the 
claim has been made for some im- 
provements of the latter. 


Further studies are being car- 


ried out in many parts of the 
world. 
It seems probable that 


eye exercises will have value in a 
few conditions but can never be 
substituted for other measures of 
treatment including glasses, spe- 
cial drugs, and surgery.

Upon their return to the 
field they were first stationed at 
Longa where Mr. Hedges worked 
at draining the swamp, building 
and improving the station ui addi- 
tion to preaching and teaching 
in the villages of the area.

As the signs 


now read the orient is likely to be- 
come increasingly a theatre of 
conflict between communism and 
democracy. 


This being so, what basis do we 


find for predicting that our way 
of life will be secure if Europe is 
strong and free in '52? 


Well, for one thing, while the 


far east might in time become the 
decisive theatre in the battle of 
the isms, the fact remains that 
the western world's greatest im- 
mediate threat comes from Eu- 
rope. 
True, that threat has les- 


sened measurably with the suc- 
cess of the Marshall plan and the 
signing of the Atlantic pact. But 
the dangy still exists and will 
continue to exist, despite western 
Europe's recovery, until some fur- 
ther 'great 
development takes 


place. 


What new development could 


alter this grim picture? 
There 


seems to be only one answer to 
that at this reading. It would be 
the failure of Communism to hold 
the peoples of the various coun 
tries which have been absorbed 
into the Soviet bloc. That is to 
say, the rejection of Communism 
by these peoples. 


Idealistic Concept 


What reason is there to suppose 


they might reject it? 
The an- 


swer is that present day Com- 


munism isn't the text-book brand 
of the ism which many folk had 
thought it to be. As Mr. Hoff- 
man says, "basically, Commun- 
ism is a rather idealistic concept, 
carrying with it cannotations of 
sharing and 
universal 
brother- 


hood. 
In its pure form, almost 


the worst thing that can be said 
about Communism is 
that 
it 


won't work." 


However, f times have changed. 


Today's Communism isn't the old 
brand. It is totalitarian Bolshe- 
vism. This fact gradually has be- 
come clear since the world war. 
as Communism has taken over 
country after country in eastern 
Europe. There are plenty of in- 
dications that there is dissatisfac- 
tion among the peoples of the 
satellites. 


Whether 


from Frankfurt, Germany, spott- 
ed today: 


"The 
Russians have prooiiea* 


the U.S. military government that 
they will resume immediately re- 
ciprocal shipment* of wheat, tim- 
ber and similar commodities (from 
the Soviet zone) to 18 member na- 
tions of the inter-allied reparation 
agency in fulfillment of the Part* 
reparation treaty and the Pota- 
dam agreement."

the fire, seeking tell-tale bubbles 
that might indicate a leak. 


The tunnel, two miles long and 


93 feet under the Hudson, was 
completed in 1927. It cost $48,- 
400,000 -and is insured for *60,- 
000,000. 


The 16-ton trailer truck that ex- 


ploded was carry 80 drums each 
containing 55 gallons of carbon 
dissulphide. It is used to make 
rayon> vulcanize rubber, as an 
insecticide and as a paint and 
varnish remover. It burns easily 
and is poisonous when concen- 
trated.
